FLOODS IN WASUIiNGTOiN. 

Fourteen Inches ol Ifain in One Week Has 
J Set Everything Afloat. 

Tacoma, Dec. 31.— Floods have caused 

danuiKO estimated at .$1,000,000 in the 
Xorthwest in the past week. The 
-N'orthern Pacific antl the Great Northern 
tracks are washed out and traflic is al- 
most suspended. The Seattle ^^c South- 
western, the Seattle A International, the 
l''.verett .Monte Uhriato and other local 
roada have sustained severe loss by 
washouts and land slides. In more than 
a dozen Western VVashineton valleys 
bridjjes, fencea and farm property have 
been swept away. Several persons have 
been drowned in the upper Cowlitz and 
the Alton river valleys. Stock has been 
drowned in nearly all tbo vallej'S now 
inundated. The town of Nuwaukura is 
floating, and between Ohehalts and Con- 
tralia the Northern Pacific's main line 
ia two feet under water. 

Fourteen inches of rain have fallen 
since Suiuiay, aecoiu paiiied by warm 
winds, which have melted the snow on 
the mountains, causing the greatest win- 
ter tloods ever known here. 

Tho Gray's Harbor and South Hend 
liranch o5 the Nonbern Pacilic are 
wholly impaaaable tjy reaeuii of the 
"I ides and washouts. Wyiioocbeo waa 
llnoiled and everybody moved out. l-'ive 
miles from Sbeiton the railroad ia 
washed out and the bridge gone. Traffic 
between Tacoma and Portland is entire- 
ly suspended because of the slides and 
waEhouts. 

Toledo, Kalso, and other towns in the 
Cowlitz river valley are partly llooded 
and the river is still rising. Trains on 
the (3reat Northern road are blocked by 
snow water and mud. No overland mail 
lias arrived or departed from Everett 
since Sunday. 

Cotton Workers' Woes. 
Boston, Dec. ,'il. — Tho action of the 
cotton manufaci urers in Xew liedford 
and Rhode Ibland in deciding to join the 
movement to lower the wajie acale in 
January, makes the reduction prac- 
tically a general one throughout the 
Kew England States.

The challenge cup presented by Gen.

Regulations governing the employ- 
ment of non-commissioned officers and 
men of permanent force as military staff 
clerks at headquarters and district head- 
()uarter3 are promulgated.

Upon the Seizure of Kiao- 
cliou Hay, 



Any Chinamen Objecting: to Thirf 
Friendly Act to Be Be- 
headed or ijhot. 



Berlin, Dec. 31.— The German flrat- 
claea cruiser Kaiserin Augasta arrived 
yesterday at Kiaochou bay. 

The proclamation in Chlneao laBaed 
by the Germaa admiral up(>n the occa- 
Bion of the oceupation oi Kiaochou on 
Novem bur 14 last, will be lound inter- 
BBting reading. It reads aa follows 

" Von Diedericha, commander in cliief 
of the Imperial German eastern ileet, 
hereby iasuea the following proclama- 
tion : 

"Be it known to all concerned that I 
have como in obudieiice to the commanda 
of my sovereign, H.J.M, the German 
Kmperor, who baa instructed me to land 
at Kiaochou bay at the head of my forcea 
and seize the said bavand all the islands 
and dependencies thereof. Kaving per- 
formed this duty it now behooves mo to 
mark uut the bonnduriea of the region 
held by inu, whicli are as follows. (Here 
the boiiiulariea are defined.; 

" Tfie above noted places and the area 
comprised within are to be held by the 
tierman forces, until the eaee of the 
murder of our Gernum miasionaries in 
Shantung be settled. 

" In conaideration of the above, there- 
fore, I find it neceaaary to exhort 
you all, viz: the inhabitanta of 
ramgtao island and dependencies 
thereof, to peaneably continue vour 
aeveral avocations and avoid " lia- 
tening to the wordg of the disrepu- 
table and rowdy classes to create dia-

We are now here not to 
enemiea of China, hence you need not 
heaitate and entertain auapioions about 
118. Moreover, it will be the duty of the 
German oflicers to protect the law-abid- 
iD({ inhabitants of this plave in order to 
jreeerye the peace. But if there bO any 
Uiscontt-nted characters who ahali 
endeavor to create dieturbanceB, 
they shall eurely be dealt with 
according to Chinese lawa to the 
extreme extent (i.e., beheaded— Transla- 
tor). Further, if any German aubjecta 
here be killed the murderers will be 
dealt with according the German mili- 
tary law (i,e., ahot— Tranalator). Hence 
I coneider it my daty to earnestly 
exhort all to abstain from break- 
ing the peace, and avoid resist- 
ing whatever the German authorities 
shall decide to do hereafter here. Vou 
abould calculate the exigenciea of ifie 
case, and you will °ee that you are too 
weak to resist. Not only will you find 
it to be of no advantage to von, but you 
will find ttiatyou will have invited 'de- 
struction upon yourselves. 

'•Furthermore, be it known that where 
German troops shall be encamped, Ohin- 
eaeofhcialg will still be permitted to go on 
with tbeir usual duties. But if in the 
future these Chinese ofliciala should re- 
ceive orders from their superiors which 
t h ey ah o ul d find beyond their powers, th ey 
should communicate the circumstances 
to the German governor. General 
Chu(?) or Brigadier-General T'aai(?). 
Aa for the buying or sellinc of land here- 
after, permission should first be ob- 
tained from the governor to becoujr 
legal. Let all obey. An important 
proclamalijt).'

DAVID OPPENHEIMER DEAD. 

One of Vancouver's Most Enterprising; Citi- 
zens Closes His Career. 

Vancouver, Dec. 31,— (Special) — 
David Oppenheimer died tbia afternoon. 
Vancoaver'a lamented citizea baa been 
peraonally identified with the baeineaa 
world of many localitiea in Britiah Col- 
umbia since 1859, when he came to this 
province from San Francisco. He moved 
to Victoria from Yale in 1S31, and to 
Vancouver in 1S86. When Vancouver 
waa incorporated the aame year Mr . 
Oppenheimer was elected alderman and 
waa re-elected in 1887. In 1888 lie was 
elected mayor, succeeding the late M. A. 
McLean, and was in turn succeeded by 
Mayor Cope, ao that Vancouver's tLree 
first mayors have paaaed away. 

Until his death ex-Mayor Oppenhei- 
mer was a proareaaive citizen and loyal 
to tlie city of hia adoption, and it ia a 
common remark to-day that as chief 
magistrate he was never equalled. Mr. 
Oppenheimer waa born at Bleishastel, 
Bavaria, let January, 1832, and removed 
to San Francisco at IG yeara of age car- 
rying on busineaa there, with bia brother 
Myer in Sacramento and in Placer county 
till 1859 when he emigrated to Cariboo.

An Indian Protest Aeainst This Curious 
i-trrorinance. 

The Indians at Alert Bay recently 

held a lueetiiiu to discuss the propo^ecl 
r-'insti; lit ion uf the potlatch as a 1 1 h f u! 
proceeding, am! the talk resulted in a 
composition whicli one of them wrote 
out for publication in tlie Coi-onist. It 
has been trans'iiitted at their reipieet bv 
Mr. Alfred J. Hall, oi Alert Bay, who 
vouches for its authenticity as a purely 
Indian composition. Ttie letter, ad- 
dressed to the Editor of the Coi.o.visr, 
proceeds aa follows :

.V ears old - inarnagf tlicy r.all ii; ilic ]m'o- 
jile ilu not eare so luiif,' as they get blankets 
lo potlatch with. Anil the (lie Ihiril i.s tliat 
they hate each other SI) much because of 
their trying to got one above the otlu'r in 
rank, as it is according to bow many times 
they potlatch that they get the rank, anil 
to keep it too, if thev could they would 
even poi-son one aiiut lier lOven now they 
thiiik'they kill one another Ijy witchcialt 
with inient to kill, ami they believe thill 
they do kill. A man iloes nut care lor any 
relatives wben llie |iuthiteh is in ipiest ion. 
The pot latch is t heir god ; they will siieri- 
liee everyt liing to it; life jiroperty, rela- 
tives, i-liiliiren or anything must," go for 
liini to he a tyee in liie potlaich. 

" .\ man after giving a potlatch will sit 
down, his ehiidron too, without knowing 
where he is going to get his food and clothes, 
us he has given away everything, and be 
has borrowed hiiir of" it, wldeh lie litis to 
pay biick double'. A ml another thing is when 
they are iiKid with one anot her, t hey will 
break canoes or tear blankets or break a 
viilinihle eopper, lo shame their oiiponeiit. 
The piitliitch isoue ligiit and quarrel ling and 
hiding one anot he.-. 

'■ And another is tin' ileserratiun of the 
dead. The haniatsa, or medicine man, 
when be Jirst comes from the woods carries 
a dead body in his arms, professing to have 
lived on such things when in the woods, 
and as soon jia the Immiitsa ciiines in Ihe 
house the other haniatsas all get up anil go 
and tear the body to i)ieces aniong tliem 
like dogs; besides all this they bit e t lie ,'irnis 
of one tmother, and the other thing is I bat 
when a man gets ill he thinks he is witcb- 
cralieil and tbeii his relatives will go luid 
take Ihe dead liody that they think be is 
li.xedwith: they cut and mutilate it, to un- 
do the work tlult they think has been done 
t o h i n I . We have j ust beard of such a cas e 
from Kurtsis.of a wonian'sdcad body hav- 
ing been taken out and out to undo the 
work that they think has been done to a 
certain man. All these things are pure 
facts, and we are prepared to jjro.ve them 
if need be, and we could tollotlior evils, but 
we are afraid of tiring the public.

ICistalc'en for the Long Hiss- 
ing' Craft. 



How a Japanese Soothsayer Explains 
This Latest Mystery of 
the Sea. 



Shipping men and that portion of the 
public most directly ia touch with them 
were given a genuino thrill yesterday. 
An unjustified tremor it proved to be, 
and in the end going to prove simply that 
descriptiona are unreliaibLe factora, ea- 
pecially in the IdentiQcation of ateamera. 

The basis of the short-lived oscitement 
waa the newa from Otter Point that a 
strange ateamer with two masta and a 
yellow funnel was passing up the Straits 
and apparently heading for either Vic- 
toria or Ksquimalt. hugKiag the Van- 
couver Island shore. The description 
fitted that of the long-misaing Pelican, 
and little importance waa attached totbe 
supplementary information that the new 
comer appeared in ballast — it was most 
likely that she had had to throw over her 
car(;o, the hopeful ones said ; and pre- 
parations were made for giving the Peli- 
i-iin a rousing reception^ 

Hut it was not to be. The stranger as 
she lonnded llacR Itocks !inil paid her 
reapecta to the William Head iiuaran- 
tiiie station, proved to be the Austrian 
steaiiisliip linrmnh, on her way to the 
uiiiies to enter into the coal carrying 
trade with San i'raiicisco, having been 
chartered for a year lo the Xew Vancou- 
ver Coal Co. She had left Narovan, a 
little port in northern Japan, on tlie 
12th of (December), and had had a 
rough voyage over, in the course of 
wliich she saw no eign of the absent 
Pelican. 

Her master, Captain ttlikulilitb, en- 
tertains but little doubt abe baa met 
no worae miafortnne than an engine- 
room break, and had anticipated that 
the Ind'rnpura, leavine nine uaya ahead 
of him and a faster auip, would obtain 
Bomcj tidings of her. 

In connection with the Strathnevis- 
?£licarl oarnllel, the Austrian skipper 
tells a story which allows that seafaring 
folk have not yet loel all the old-time 
superstitions, and which will causemany 
to look curiously for Honolulu advices 
during the next fortnight. 

There ia an old " eootheayer," he say a, 
at Hakodate, for Japan has not yet 
abandoned all hermeniievaliuatitutlons, 
who is regarded as an oracle by many pf 
those who go down to tlieaea in ahipa on 
the Asiatic coaat. This prophet it ia 
wlio ia credited with having foretold 
when and where and how the Strath- 
nevia would be rescued many days be- 
fore she actually waa piukeil up. This 
fact, with hid enccess la other similar 
matters, induced several of the leading 
pilots of Japan to viait him not long ago, 
and request him to read the fates as to 
the Pelican mystery. 

" I see," ho aaid, "the steamer that 
you ask for. She isstraaded on a reef — 
a southern reef, not far from one of the 
Hawaiian islunde. There are dead peo- 
ple on her. Now there is hunger, and 
ilaily boats are sent to the island heacli 
for fruit and birds for food. The steamer 
has eeen mnch trouble and disturbance, 
but whether mutiny or not I cannot aay . 
Finally rescue cornea — it is a Britiah 
warahip that brings it, And the date — 
the date is December 14 or 24— either 
the one or the other. Wiiicli, I cannot 
say." 

There is a possibility that H.M.S. 
Am(iliiuii ia now in Hawaiian waters, 
and it wduld be one of the many won- 
derful tbioiia that cannot bi> explained if 
the prophecy of tbia Japanese beimit 
should be fulfilled.

. THE EIVAL GECSHAS. 

Promise of Two Productions nt Home of 
This Pretty Little Opera. 

There ia war in a certain portion of 
the Victoria musical world, owing to the 
fact that two rival local parties are en- 
deavoring to get up a presentation of 
"The Geisha." Unless some amicable 
arrangement for the amalgamation ot 
the two companies is made very soon 
the music-loving public here will have 
an opportunity of choosing from two 
presentations of the opera in a brief 
apace of time, Miaa Marrack and Mr. ,1. 
M. Finn, bandmaater of the Fifth Ragi- 
mont, are grouped, it appeara, on one 
side, and Measra. Austin and Algernon 
rVapland on the other, .\ocording to 
Miss Marrack'a story she proposed a 
presentation here of " The Geisha " by 
local people some time ai;o, partly witii 
the idea of giving her many pupila an 
opportunity for the study of opera. She 
was to take the position ot musical Jcon- 
ductor, but claims that objections were 
made, according to Mr. .•V^planll, by some 
of the genileiiien who were abaut to per- 
form. Tiiey did not caro to be trained 
by a lady. Miss M irrack refused to 
share the lionora of conductor a'itli any- 
one, rlaimin'j; that it would end in 
diilerenco of some kind. The 
lirst intimation ahe receiveil that her 
position had been usurped wa-j in a 
paper which announced that " The 
Geisha" would shortly he presented, 
with Mr. Austin as conductor and i\lr. 
A. S. Aspland aajstage manager. 

" 1 was virtually let out of the whole 
affair," said Miaa Marrack, " and, uiuior 
the circumstances, consider that 1 am 
entitled to (?o ahead with the presenta- 
tion as originally arranged by me. How- 
ever, it ia possible we may be able to ar- 
range in some way to prevent this an- 
noying complication. I have had no re- 
hearsals yet, but we commence shortly 
if nothing ia arranged with Mr. Austin 
and Mr. Aspland." 

A gentleman, who was lirst ap- 
proached by Miaa Marrack in regard to 
the ijresentation, stated yesterday that 
mattera wet e indeed complicated by an 
unfortunate dilierence of opinion among 
the i)ortoriiiera aa to who was to be mu- 
aical conductor. Mr. Aspland, he said, 
did not appear on the acene until after 
Mies Marrack'a arrangomenta were well 
under way, and he thought perhaps he 
had been a little liasty in aeatiming too 
much in regard to the management of 
the play. 

One rehearsal haa already been held 
by the Aaatin-Aspland party, but the 
attendance waa light. Miaa Marrack 
will probably hold rehearaala in a few 
davs if no amalgamation occurs. 

It is the opinion of many people that 
Victoria is rather a small city to stand 
two presentatiniis of " The Geisha " in 
one aeaaon. Needleaa to aay, the unfor- 
tunate split among the principala ia 
causing a great deal of talk in the social 
world. 

Mr. Algernon S. Asphmd, late of 
Daly's Theatie, New York, who ia also 
arranging for the preeentation of "The 
Geisha" here, stated to the Coi.o.visr 
last evening that it waa absurd to think 
of having two productions of the opera 
in a city of this size. The trouble ap- 
peared to be that-Miss Marrack claimed 
the right to be aole mnaical director, 
whereas he and a number of people on 
the cotf&t conaidered that thia poaition 
should be filled by a gentleman. 

" We are willing," |ie said, "to have 
Miaa Marrack train the ladiea and will 
give her due credit for her efl'orts in 
thia reapect, bnt we think that the 
directorship should be under a uentle- 
nian and consefiuently appointed 
Mr. 1<\ Victor Austin. I have every con- 
fidence, however, in Mies Marrack'a 
musical ability. 'This afternoon we tried 
to arrange matters on an amicable baaia, 
bnt were not auccessful, and in conae- 
i|Uonce will go right ahead with our re- 
hearaala. Mr. Finn, who ia said to be 
acting with Miss Marrack, is also doing 
work for me in the matter, so you see 
matters are still further complicated. It 
is very nnlortnnate that there has been 
a split in the all'air, but I think my oUer 
to Miaa Marrack ia a fair one and feci 
justified in going ahead with the re- 
hearsals." 

Mr. Aspland farther stated that the 
proceeds of the play ttiey were to present 
were to go to the Jubilee hospital funds. 
He baa applied for rights to produce the 
delightful muaical farce here.

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To say that the year juat closed has 
been an eventfal one is to speak tritely. 
All yeara are eventfal in this era. But 
1897 has been eventful in a wide Benee 
of the world. It has been eurcharged 
with incidents of tremendous interest at 
the time of tlioir occurrence and weighty 
with inlluciico upon the future. Whether 
wo look at home, over the Empire or to 
foreign lands the ohservation holds good. 
Europe has throbbed under tbe action 
of the great forces tbat have been at 
work. Asia has felt their thrill. Africa 
has responded to them . America has been 
moved by them. New factors have en- 
tered into political and commercial life. 
The opening steps of new departurts 
made have been taken in more than one 
direction. 

Naturally the first event of tlie year in 
tho iiiumory of British suljjects will be 
the jubilee celebration. The echo of 
the festivities lias passed away, but their 
eifect will long remain. By them the 
Empire baa been knit more closely to 
cether and tbe nations have received a 
needed demonstration of the vast 
power of Britain and her dangh 
tere. It is hardly necessary to eay that 
the hietory of tho world will be 
very different because of tho gathering 
in honor of the diamond jubilee of Her 
Gracious Majesty. We think it can be 
fairly claimed tbat this was, in its im- 
mediate and possible future influence, 
tbe greatest event of tbe year. 

The great political feature of the year 
in continental Europe was the develop- 
ment ol what is called the concert ot tlie 
powers. A great deal of ridicule was 
heaped upon the powers for their action 
in the difficalties arising out of tbe Cre- 
tan troubles and the subsequent col- 
lision between Greece and Turkey ; but 
tbe impartial historian will admit that 
a very remarkable thing was achieved. 
It was tho belief of diplomats that a 
liostile shot lireJ anywhere in Europe 
would set the continent in a blaze. Last 
year established tbe fact that there is a 
force in Earope greater than any possible 
grouping of the powers for aggressive 
purposes, namely, the concert of the 
powers for tlie preservation of the peace. 
A half century ago, the balance of power 
waa the shibboleth of statesmen. The 
idea then was that tho way to prevent 
war waa to keep the nations divided so 
tbat none oi them would feel strong 
enough to venture on a career of con- 
quest. The later idea is to unite the 
nations as guardians of the peace. Tho 
first experiment alonj; tiie latter line did 
not work very siiiootiily, but in the end 
it wftB succuseful. The result is that the 
peace oi Europe rests upon a more secure 
basis Iban it baa for years, so far as 
European issues are concerned. 

Four inciilents have contributed lo 
keep Asia prominently before tho atten- 
tion of the world during 1897. These 
were • T!u; laiaiiie in India, the bubonic 
pla^Mie, the tii;lilin}.' on the Northwest 
frontier, anil lately the cci/.ure by Ger- 
many of Kiao Cbou and the events tbat 
have followed it. The famine and the 
plaRue, terrilile though they were, have 
afforded jirouf o( tho excellent results 
that have followed fiom iiritish rule in 
that part of the world, The starving 
millions were relieved and the pliij^ue- 
stricken districts purified, not indeed 
without some friction, but even tbat 
only went to show liow completely Great 
Britain has India in liand. Tbe uprising 
on tho frontier, while it has cost many 
vulnablo liven, was a blessing in disguise 
to Hrilisli rule in India, for it will greatly 
strengthen the Northwestern frontier, 
tho only danger point to our dominion 
in the Edst. Tbe prestige of Brit- 
ish arms has been enchanced in a 
(juarter where it will count for 
mnch. Only a passing reference need 
ho made to the recent events in China. 
They are freah in tho nioinory of all 
newspaper readers. Vet a word of com- 
ment may be written. So far as can be 
judged for from present indications, tho 
scene of tictivity and antagonism between 
the great powers of Ivjiope seems about 
to be transferred from that continent to 
Asia. Heavy clouda appear to bo eatlicr- 
iug in the Orient, and they may at any 
time break in a storm that will shake 
tho world. There is no way of mcasur- 
inK the immenso possibility of tbe events 
now shaping themselves on the western 
Bhoro of the t;ioftte8t of the oceans. In 
China there is a vast horde of jieople in 
a Bemi-lelhargic condition. What may 
result if they are aroused into action by 
European intluonco is Jjeyond the power 



of imagination. The year just passed 
seems likely to be memorable, if for no 
other reason than that it witnessed the 
beginning of a new order of things in the 
most populous portion of the world. 

Turning to Africa, we find that the 
march of events there baa been by no 
means sluggish. Here it baa been a cace 
of Great Britain first and tho rest no- 
where. In tho Nile valley, in the Niger 
region, in South Africa tho power of 
Britain has been steadily advancing. 
The year has witnessed the passing of 
Kruger as a political factor. Ho still 
holds tbe chief ofBce in the Transvaal, 
but ho and the rest of the world have 
learned that British suzerainty is more 
than a name and that tho Union ,Iack 
must be supremo in that portion of tbe 
once Dark Continent. There has been 
no one event in Africa tbat stands con- 
spienously out above all others ; but there 
have been a great many of seemingly 
equal importance, all tending to estab- 
lish tbe same fact, namely, that tho fu- 
ture oi that great continent will bo 
chielly in the hands of Great Brilain, 
and that its emancipation and civiliza- 
tion are among the coming responsibili- 
ties of tho Anglo-Saxon race. 

In America the event of tho year was 
the communication to tho world of the 
story of Klondyke, which will rank in its 
effect with tho discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia. As the latter gave birth to the 
great Western Empire of the United 
States, BO the former will give 
birth to a new and equally 
great Canadian Empire, where tbe 
genius of British institutions will be 
kept active in its best form. The tarilT 
changes in Canada and tho I'nited 
States will have a far-reaching elTect, 
and will probably lead in the course of 
not a very long time to a reversal of tbe 
fiscal conditions under which com- 
merce has been conducted on this con- 
tinent. 

In South America the most notable 
events, regarded from this distant poii-t 
of observation, are the disappearance of 
the Venezuelan controversy from public 
attention and tbe promise that the point 
in dispute will be settled in a manner 
quite satisfactorj' to tbe parties to it; 
also the anpearanco in a violent form of 
a royalist movement in Brazil. Ti e 
year hag, however, been an exception- 
ally placid one so far as that quarter of 
the globe has been concerned ; although 
tbe two incidents just mentioned can 
hardly fail to greatly aflect future de- 
velopments there. British power will 
become more strongly entrenched than 
ever on the aouthern shore of tho Carib- 
bean eea, while the shape taken by 
events in Brazil has been such that 
liuropean intervention in the affairs of 
that country is by no mean6 a remote 
contingency. 

From this hurried and necessarily im- 
perfect review of the history of the year, 
it will appear that ISOT has been memor- 
able, not BO much for what has actually 
been done aa for tbe foundations for 
future action tbat have been laid. It 
has been a year of great signilicence 
rather than one of great deeds, one 
whose influence will be felt more during 
the next decade than during the trans- 
piring of the incidents themselves. 

Viewed from [the standpoint of busi- 
neaa 1897 is highly satisfactory. For the 
first time in a decade tbe dark cloud of 
depression that has been hanginc over 
the civilized world shows signs every- 
where of being lifted. There is activity 
all along the line and in no place more 
so than in Canada. Indeed this has 
been tbe banner year for tbe Dominion 
in more senses than one. We shall not 
on an occasion like the present make 
any criticism of the offer of preferentia 
trade to Great Britain. That it was well 
meant we may concede; tbat it has done 
good we cheerfully admit. Hence it is 
immaterial to inquire now whether it 
waa skillfully done. lJni|neHtionably 
through it Canada received a prominence 
that was both novel and i;ratifying. On 
tho heels of tiiia came th(! L;reat gold (lis 
coverios on tho Yukon and those in 
Western Ontario, to which were added 
the increasing production of Kootenay 
A 3 thouirh this were not enough, there 
canu! a bountiful harvest witli prices at 
fi^^urea that ei'cured the farmers a hand- 
aoiiH! nnvai'd for their laijory. The con- 
sequence has been that tho eyes of the 
world have been centered on Canada 
and the Dominion may 1)0 fairly said to 
have entered upon a now and uniirece- 
dented era of expansion and prosjierity, 
Without essaying the roll of prophet, wo 
think one may eay that, judging Irom 
tho events of the past year, Canada's day 
has begun and that hereatt*r she will be 
more widely and favorably known than 
ever before, that population and wealth 
will flow in and that our domain will ail 
over its vast area be the scene of new 
activity and growing nationul life. 

Our own province has ehared in an es- 
pecial manner in the bouiuiea which 
1897 iiad to bestow. Never did British 
Coiiimbia stand so high in the CBtima- 
tion of the world aa now; uever did so 
many people look towards it as the ob- 
ject of their desires ; never were its im- 
perial possibilities so appreciated ; never 
were its jjrospects so bright as on this 
first morning of hS'.iS, and most of this 
splendid promise is duo to what has 
come about in 1897. Last yoar will bo a 
red letter one in the memory of the peo- 
ple of this province. 

We can well recall how different were 
the feelings with which people took 
leave of ]S9(i. Few blessinga followed 
that twelve-month into history. It was 



looked for a revival of' times, but had 
looked in vain. There seemed no silver 
lining to the cloud of gloom. To-day we 
all feel better. The pulse ot humanity 
beats faster, for hope is once more in the 
ascendant. So when we wish all our 
readers a Happy New Year, it is with a 
feeling approaching certainty that tbey 
will enjoy it. Magnificent prospects are 
before us. Let ua thank God and take 
courage. If we build wisely and well 
upon the foundations that 1S97 lum laid, 
wo will have cause to look back to it 
with feelings of the profoundest grati- 
tude. 



Tin-; CitizanB' Klondyke Committee ot 
Tacoma baa wired to Washington that it 
does not believe a relief expedition to 
the Klondyke necessary, and has ex- 
pressed the belief that. one could not get 
through in time to do any good under 
any circumstances. Following is tho 
telegram : 

Tacoma, Wiiah,, Dec. 2S, 1S9:. 
" lion. Uusaeli A. Alger, Secietary of 
War, WiiBhington, I). C. : We asic in 
connection with aupiilies to be furnished 
by our government for relief of sufTerers 
in Alaska that all communities be given 
ample opportunity to bid on same. 
Meanwhile we must add that we have 
had aa yet no authentic information that 
any dire necessity exists caused by lack 
o! food supplies in tbe Klondyke, and if 
the necessity does exist we fail to see 
bow it ie possible for government relief 
as now proposed to reach the suil'orers 
before death eliminates such necesaity. 
Our observation thus far aa to reports of 
dire need is that they emanate entirely 
from several localities outside of Alaska 
and are diaeeminated for adverlieing 
purposes. 

" in the interesta of humanity Tncoina 
will do its full share, but we deprecate 
tho 8|iending of the people's money 
without some authentic evidence of its 
necessity.

A COMPANY has been formed at Skag- 

way to furnish bonds for goods carried 
through Canada to Alaska. This is in 
line with tho suggestion made tlie other 
day in the Colonist. We recommended 
the people of Victoria to form such a 
company to see to tbe bonding of goods 
across the strip of territory in possesBion 
of the United States at the head of Lynn 
Canal. The Buggestion waa not very 
wfll received. There seemed to be an 
idea among the buaiuees men tbat tbe 
government ought to look after this mat- 
ter. We do not believe in looking to the 
government for everything, but think 
private enterprise should take care of ils 
own interests to some extent. Oae rea- 
son why our neighbors get ahead of us is 
that they do not wait for the government 
but get in and do things for themselves. 

Tub Portland Oregonisn has received 
Bome information from L. T. Watson, 
a member of the Indian council at Sux- 
man, on the southeast coast of Alaska, in 
recard to tho Stickeen route. Mr. Wat- 
son says the river afl'ords "a fine frozen 
highway," and he believes a good horse 
road can be easily kept open all winter. 
Hd has associated two men with him 
and they are going to put a lot of horses 
and aleda on the route. When tho 
Klondyke Mining, Trading and Tran- 
sport Corporation first talked of this 
method of reaching the Yukon, some 
people expressed doubts as to the 
feasibility of their plane. Now there is 
a consensus of opinion among those best 
qualified to judge tbat it is by all means 
tbe best route to be taken. 



The NewB-^dvertiBer say's the opening 
of the legislature has bean postponed un- 
til February because tho Parliament 
Building will not be ready before tbat 
time.

The preliminary hearing of llie crim- 
inal libel charge against Mr. Ivan Col- 
tart waa concluded yeaterday in so far as 
evidence and argument were concerned, 
and now there remaine only the decision 
ol ihe police magistrate to be gireu. Ho 
had such a number of authoriticri ijuoted 
to hiui by counael ou both sides tliat he 
decided to take time to look into the 
caaea cited. There were a number of 
sharp passages between counsel yester- 
day that frequently interrupted Mr. Cas- 
sidy'a argument for the prosecution, and 
iu consequence it was not until late in 
the afternoon that he finished his ad- 
dress. It was decided, in view of counsel 
being otherwise engiiged next week, that 
tUe hearing of Mr. Nichol's case should 
be adjourned for a week. 

In opening his argument, Mr. Caseidy 
Biiid that he proposed in tlio liret place 
to deal with the ijuestion of tho charac- 
ter uf tho libel complained of in relation 
to tho nature of tho nrrnM^piii iigs inutitu- 
ted foi its punishment. Ilia learned 
trioud had objected to criminal inatead 
of civil proceedinga being taken by the 
prosecution. Now there waa something 
of irony in that suggestion, in the face of 
the fact that by an extraordinary ingen- 
ious contrivance, which rellectcd much 
credit upon the skill of the person who 
originated it, tho newspaper lorapany 
had placed itself in auch a situation that 
anyone bringing an action against it 
would be unable to recover one farth- 
ing. 

Mr. Martin here jumped up with the 
remark that Mr. Caseidy was travelling 

outaide of the record. 

" Ho says this company ia practically 
bankrupt," Mr. Martin observed. "Ii'a 
an absohito falsehood." 

Jlr, Caseidy disclaimed havinc e.iid 
anything of the kind, and remarked that 
iMr. INIartin was making a perfectly un- 
warranted statement, fie liad not said 
a word about tlie linanciAl standing of 
the individuals wtiu constituted the 
I'rovincu company. 

Mr. Martin atili claimed that thia had 
been done, and called Mr. Caaaidy'a re- 
uiarka highly improper and unprovoked. 

Magistrate Macrae — " I have not yet 
heard from Mr. Casaidy anything of the 
kind. I did hear him aay that he could 
not have recovered anyttiing in a civil 
action." 

Mr. Cassidy — " Ves, I am going to ex- 
plain." 

The Magiatrate—" It ia not a ruicetion 
of the ability of the company to pay aa I 
understand the remarks, but of the 
plaintiffs being unable to reccvar from 

them ." 

Mr. Martin — " What's the difl'jrence : 
and wliiit right has he to say ho'.' I a»k 
you to stop it and to protect my c;iioiit. 
it iiiiylit just as well l)e aeejerted that 
Mr. Turner had given ti cljatlol mort- 
gage on his private property to some one 
ami thai noliody could recover from hiiii 
ia a suit. It would not be proper lor 
him to make Each an assertion and for 
the same reason it waa just as improper 
to say that tho accused vould or could 
not pay." 

Mr. Caseidy replied that he had never 
intended to make a reflection ou the 11- 

uanrjial standing of the company or 
of any of the iudividnala who com- 
poEcd it, but he did say that 
there was BOiiicthing of irony i u the riij:- 
(.'cstion by Mr. Martin ih'-.t l^!t■^?rH. 
I'L'oley and Turner should li.ive insti- 
tuted civil proceedings against tlie new^^- 
pa]>er, which was the only \)ody ii'^pou- 
siiile for tho puhliciilion of the lilipl. li 
waa well known that [lernona who j )inicl 
together a.f a company were i-iiti deil 'o 
make provition under the lindtetl liuhil- 
ity act, that tlie members conid only be 
liable in any proceediuEB against the 
company to pay tho amoantof uupai<l 
stock or nhares atanding against their 
naraoa. Now in the case of the Prov- 
ince, as the shares tvero fully paid up, 
and none of themembersof the company 
were liable for anything but amounts 
u'lpiiid on shares, — in fiict, as there waa 
no. lung unpaid, lliero waa no rnetliml to 
rei'ov-i u firlhing from that com])aiiy. 

" lufpinous, irnpro))er in the highest 
degree,'' exclaimed Mr. Martin, auain 
iuterrii pi ing the How of Mr. Caaeiily's 
reniai k:-. " Thia cornea back to what I 
Btatoil iili i-mIv. Howdoeaiio know the 
BliaruB ar«; liilly paid up. llow does he 
know till! t Liic Province has not a ^1,000,- 
UUO of caiiiud'.' 1 can only expreaa my 
Burpriso and regret that such statements 
aru allowed in thia (tourt, and I protest 
einiihatically againat allowing Mr. Caa- 
sidv to cast reiiectiona of this kind." 

The Magiatrate— " Mr. Martin, when 
you addreaa the bench do so quietly and 
reei>ectfully." 

Mr, Martin had, he said, no Intentiorj 
of allowing diBreapect to the bench, but 
could allow no conaideration to jirevent 
him proti'filuig against wliat ho consid- 
ered Bhould not 1)0 allowed. 

Mr. Canaidy, continuing li ia arirumiint, 
remarked with rpuard to what Mr. ^lar- 
tin had said, and in spile of that gont le- 
nittu'fl assertions it waa apj>areiU to any 
one who looked through the evidence, 
tliat the plant, tho furniture, in fact 
everything neceasary to set out the 
paper, were put into the hands of the 
puhliBhiiig company. 

"OntrageouB, monstroua." ejacnlated 
Mr, Martin at these remarks uf hie 
learned friend. , 



The Magistrate— "Mr. Casaidy, 

waa not in the evidence." 

Jlr. CuBsidy— " It waa certainly 
broiiizht out in the evidence that tho 
mi wapaper company were merely lessees 
of the publiahing company, that tho 
building, the printing presses, tho fur- 
niture, were the property of tho pnblieli- 
ing company, and that not even the 
chair in which tho editor sat ni)i)arenllv 
belonged to tho newspaper." 
Mr, iMar tin. —"Outrageous." 
Mr. Cassidy then went on to deal with 
31r. Martin's argument that a criminal 
prosecution was not proper in thia in- 
stance. He ([uoted largely from autliur- 
itiea on lihul. The liljel against the 
I'leiiiier and Hon. Mr. Pooley whilo 
contained in apolitical article incident- 
ally aspersed their private cliaracters. 
lie proceeded to read the article com- 
plained of and said the ehargea there of 
dishonesty were aa rtobb aa could be 
iiinde against any public man. It was a 
libL'i of such a nature as might have had 
an efl'ect on the public peace and of a 
kind that the highest authorities laid 
down could be dealt with by omitting 
the preliminary steps loading up to trial, 
and iBBUing the fiat of the attorney 
steneral to call up the defendants to an- 
swer for the libel. But Mr. Turner and 
Mr, Pooley did not wish to take advan- 
tage of tlioir poaition in the government 
to obtain the flat of the attorney general. 
They preferred to take the ordinary jiro- 
cesii of law like any private individual. 

Turning to tho authorities on liliel Mr. 
Cassidy (pioted at consitlerablo length, 
cixing many caees. TIib tlefendant, he 
argued, was in tho poei tinn of a person 
in charge, and even though he might 
not iiuvB l)2i'n aware of tlis particular 
article ho was aware of the general 
couren tho editor had taken and waa re- 
spoucible for that course.

The last of the Britiah Cohmibia eal- 
mon fleet ifor 1897, the German ship 
Adelaide, baa Bailed, and the exact re>

On Tuesday December 21 , tho iimch dis- 
cussed investigation into certain alleged 
irregularities by His Honor Judge apink.s, 
was held at Midway by tho Hon. Air. Jus- 
tice iMcColl, ofNew Westminster. Ale.xan- 
der Henderson re|ireseiited the deiiarlment 
of justice in placing the evidence belore the 
commissioner, and .\I r. (.'harlc.s Wilson. (\. 
('., acted on belialf of .Iiidge Sjiinks. The 
iiKiniry hinged on Kome k'lteis to the Jlin- 
isier oi j nstiee written by Mr. I'elor Mc- 
CuUnm, ot this city; a Mr. James H. Fal- 
coner, ot Victoria; Mr. James Kerr, of 
Greenwood. 

The commission in order to give the 
fullest scope to the inve^tigut!on, allowed 
every latitude in ilic teniloring of evidence, 
and "ihronghout the .sitting, acted in a man- 
ner wliicdi it leli il niien lo the iiarlies to 
bring I'lirwaril every pnssihle I'lu-t which 
eiinld throw light on eiiher side of the in- 
i|uir-y. Mr. \Vilsiin, a'su, in behalfof Judge 
.spiiiks, said he wuiikl mil raise any objec- 
llen 111 any evidence lendi'red. 

.\I r. Sidley'b evidence was, with (wo e.x- 
(■e|i ions, based nil charges which he siiiil 
"had been cnmnion rumor" in the 
whole country." One of the eseoptions 
was as to the construction which the 
judge, when trying the case, placed 
11)1011 a rontract between two parties. 
I iilher exception ^vius Mr. Sidley's own 
'. a charge of horse stealing, but of 
wliirli llie judge iicqiiitled him at the time. 
Mr. .Sidley's coinpliiinl was lhal he had 
been rather harshly treated in Ibe mutter 
lliroughoul and lhal in mis, ii.s well as an- 
other case, lire judge had iiiaiiilested con- 
siderable bad feeling tinvai-ils hiiii. There 
were other charges of iiiijiroperly granting 
licenses, adjoiiriiing couits, and thus caus- 
ing the piihlic inconvenienco. Among the 
acciisaliiiiiH, also, was. one of "standing 
" with certain rings. 

.Mr, Sidley was cross-e.vamined at consid- 
erable length by M r. Wilson on the dill'er- 
eiil stalements'in the letter he wrote, but , 
while standing by wliiit he had written, Mr. 

idley said tliiit iiehail acled mainly in the 
public interest and that it was from infor- 
mation received from others, whose names 
he was willing to give in each instance, 
along with knowledge of bis own case, that 
he had writ ten what he had. He said he 
bad iioiliiiig against ,1 udge Sjiinks person- 
, bevoiid eiiiisklering that llie jllilge 
had acted harshly ill liis I, .M r. Sidley 's ) case, 
and he was very siirry to see that the peo- 
ple who were so kiinf in their talk lo him 
iioi the coiiruge to come liirward and 
give their evidence on the conimission . 

.Mr. .MeCallum was the next wiliii'ss. H" 
iiiew of one case where the judge posli'oned 
court and there was a m isoi.er waiting trial. 
As to his honor's showing hivoriiism from 
the bench, this statement was oiilj' made 
I rum hearsay. -Mr MeCallnin said he 
signed t he letter to the .Minister of ,1 list ice, 
ind on crusa-exaniiiiation admitted that il 
was presented and read over lo him in .Mr. 
Siiltiiri, the hiwyi'r's, uliice in Uiaiiil Fork.". 
.Mr. l''alconer was jiresenl at the siime lime. 
The sole intention of the witness in signing 
Ibis letter wus (hut ho took it for granted 
that there must be something ui the state- ' 
ments it contained, and if so they shoulU 
be investigated. He took imj paiiis to in- 
piite into'the truth of the stutements him- 
self, and he also iidded that be had nothing 
igainsl t he judge, but simjily was of o))in- 
ioii that bis hoiiiir shonhl have an ojipor- 
tunity to clear liiinself of the charges made. 

Mr. l.aiiilily, llegistrar of the county 
court Osoyoos, and .\l r. McMyiin, at Jliil- 
', gave evideiii'e as to ibe postponing of 
courts, showing that out oi some thirty 
court sittings set, some nine bad been ad- 
journed. 

Judge Spinks also pave evidence as to the 
accusation 1 hat his decisions were grossly 
unjust and illegal. He could safely leave 
that to his record as shown by the results 
ol the apjieals taken. The postponing of 
the conns lie slmweil was due lo various 
cause, some ol'them in conijiliance wit h Ihe 
reiiiiesi of eouiisel, one due to a serious 
illness which he contracted at Rosshind 
anil others due to bud weather, pressing 
ullicial and other public causes. His honor 
also showed that out of all the appealM 
mode to him from tho licensing boards lie 
liail only grunted one, as he was always 
goveineil by the opinion tli;it, as magis- 
strales were responsible fm- the order of 
their districts, they were the liesl jiidiies as 
to a license being tiece'-'^ary in their locul- 
iiy. lie Weill iiilo evii'y ^ I aleiiieiit of Mr. 
Si'dlc^y's letlei', anil, In'nii Ihe eniut riole 
books, explained lo tin- commissioner the 
circumstances uf the several cases men- 
tioned by Mr. .Sidley. 

In an.swer to Mr.Sidley'sclosing remarks 
that he had nolliing iiguinst Judge ijplnks 
personally, and that there bud been no col- 
liisinn between him, M r, .'• idley, and any- 
one in selling lip these charges, the coiii- 
missionei- .^nid: ■'lluie is i lo suggestion 
at all, .Mr. Sidlev, ibat you are act- 
ing 111 eollii>inii V, illi any person. 
Tlie only olr-ervaliiin 1 permit iny.-idf to 
made with reference lo ihese gentlemen 
who, ill furmiilaliiig comiilaints, rather 
vague, but in very strong terms, is this: 
It is not easy to understand, if they 
thought it their duty to make the coni- 
plaiiits at all to the miiiisler of justice, 
bow they Cin recmieile with the exeii ise 
of that auty llieir condiiei in mil 
even answering the forinal reiiuest made 
for parlieiilars of the einirges; in not ap- 
pearing here, alllioiigli the impiiry was 
liiiiiigbi to their doors as nearly us pos- 
sible, ami in i^^noriug the commission alto- 
L'eiber. 'I'bis IS the only observation 1 
have to make." 

The commission then adjourned. 

After the rising of the couiniission Mr. 
McCalliim went before Mr. Noriis, J.I'. 
.\(cMynn, registrar of cniinty court and Mr. 
.laciilis siieeial correspondent iif the News- 
.Vdvertiser, and iiiaiie a statement lo the 
liillowiiig eU'ect , which was iml in wr iting 
and witnessed bv the above gentlemen : 

Tliat the letier of accusiuiun read al 
the eommissioii that day bad been Jii-e- 
senteil to him in .Mi^. .'-utioTi's olliee nnd 
be liesilateil in .M;;iiiii;r il, lull .Mr. Siil- 
ton aasuredjhini that the othor justice of 
tho district was making complaint and 
it would result in an inquiry, Mr. Fal- 
coner was present when this took place. 
I'litber on liiat day or a siibscipient dale 
.Mr. Siilton iiidnreil .Mr. .Mer.'alliim to sign 
aniilliei letter^ addressed to Sir Wilfrid 
1. mirier, 'fill' piiriiort (d' this letter was a 
reeonimen 'ation that Mr. Sutton be ap- 
)iiiintiil the cotniuissioncr to inquire into 
the cliarf;es. 

On seeing Mr. .Sutton be states tlint Ihe 
letter written to Kir Wiltriil Ijiurier sug- 
gesting that he bo appointed commissioner 
on the Spinks matter referred to Ui Mr. 
MoCiillnni's declaration was written by a 
Mr. Falconer in Mr. Sutton's olllcc, and is 
evidently a mistake on Mr. Mct'alliirn's 
part. .Nlr. Hiittini liirllier denies that he 
wrote any of the letters sent to (Jttawa 
containing charges against .ludge Spinks, 
although he admits that two of them were 
■written in his ollice. He further .stales 
that proof of these statements can be ob- 
tained and will be forthcoming, and that 
the position be occupied, in the whole mat- 
ter was simply us eolicitor for the parties . 
interested.

OUJl BOYS. 



To THE Editoe:— What to do with 
them? this is the important question- 
that somethinK inust be done is admitted 
by al 1. We must RO to the sonrce ol the 

evil, whicli is in the home and in the 
absence of parental control. This being 
an incontrovertible fact, how are parents 

to be made to do their duty? I would 
say, hold every father reaponsible lor the 
conduct of his son up to the age of fif- 
teen years, and let him be puniehed 
c()ually with the eon. Power must bo 
given under the criminal coda to ilon 
juvenile oirenders, which, together with 
a thin diet of bread and water for thirty 
daye, would coel the mlBcbei-ioua pro- 
penaitiea of our had hoys. The aevere 
and speedy puniahment of the piirentB 
ol young ollendera would, I feel sure, be 
a most efl'ectivo means of putting an end 
to window breaking and petty thefta, 
and at the same time arouse the father 
to a proper sense of duty to hia sons. 

I would have a curfew law to compel 
all children under fifteen years of age to 
be oil' the street by o'clock at ni(!ht. 

I would have a reformatory in the 
country with Home acrea of land attaclieJ, 
where boys coulj ho tanirht j;ardenini: 
and ilifl'erent trades; raadmg and writ- 
ing fihoiild be taught, and the reforma- 
tory be more of a training home than a 
priKon. 

Flogging under the discretion of the 
police magistrate I would have by all 
means aa one of the moat fcll'ectivo detur- 
renta to jietty oU'encea. 

In Victoria we havo no waifs in the 
eaiiio sense as the fjondon waif — there 
there are lew if any children without a 
homo, and nearly all attend Siind'ty 
acbool, where they get treats of tea and 
cake periodically-^but such kind treat- 



ment will not cure the evil of badly 
brought up boys. One of the chief ob- 
jects of the plan of reformation should 
be to keep boys at home at night in- 
stead of having them at thoteafestivala. 
At the aame time I fully approve of giv- 
ing those of a certain age musical and 
intellectual treats from time to time. 
One of tbe great troubles in treating boys 
kindly is that the bad boy is apt to be as 
well treated as the good one. The 
broken wipdows and doors in different 
parts of tbe town are a disgrace to the 
police and civic authorities; and every- 
one ia surprised at the very tow arreeia 
made of bad boys, and the mistaken 
leniency with which the police magis- 
trate has dealt with them. If the pre- 
eent police force is not able to cope with 
the evil of window breaking, the police 
coraniiBBionere should hire six active 
young men, riresaed in plainclothes, who 
would rvin in bad boys by the dozen. 

Oar provincial and municipal uuthori- 
tiea cannot ignore the growing and dan- 
gcroua evil of our bad boya. For the last 
tour years the suburbs of our town have 
been a horrilile wreck— a perfect dis- 
grace to any place, hesidea that some 
daring thefta by boys have been com- 
mitted. Leniency is a mistake; juat 
and sharp punishment ia the only 
remedy. A Parent.

A SlOiLTEBf FOB yiCTOjBtlA. 

Works for the Treatment of Copper to Be 
Forthwith Established. 

Mr. Alex. Roy, tbe well-known To- 
ronto dieiuiat, who recently arrived in 
Victoria and has been interested in the 
projection of a copper amelter to be loca- 
ted in thia city, reports the probab'o 
success of hia echetne. Mr. Roy has ee- 
cared the co-operation of a well-known 
firm in the matter, and work will ho 
proceeded with aa soon aa prelimlnariea 
are settled. Tbe company propose to 
use the well-known English procesa, 
which conslBts in smeltinf; in reverbera- 
tory furnaces and then collecting the 
distilled matter, aucb as arsenic, sul- 
phur, etc., and converting these into ar- 
seaioua acid and oil oi vitrol, thereby 
obtaining a higher value for the ore 
than would ho obtained by the common 
American mfithods. The matte will 
then be treated by the electrolitic pro- 
cess, which throws out the copper in a 
chemically puro form and precipitates 
all other metale, such as nickle, gold, 
silver, etc., to the bottom of tho bath, 
there to ho collected and refined in tho 
uaual way. This process will give them 
a control of certain forma of ore over the 
other procesECB of smelting. The com- 
pany expects to start work at an early 
date.
